To meet this 
unhappy state of tilings, I know not any remedy so efficacious as the introduc- 
tion ot such a devoted body as the Sisters of Charity j hence all our efforts, of 
late, have bem directed to accomplish this object. May I ask, then, under 
t iGse. circumstances, what is the encouragement held oui by the Commissioners 
OT National Education in assisting to furnish the school-rooms; what aid we are 
to expect, or if any, vvheu our schools are in operation ?

TVe have to adniowiedge the receipt of your letter requesting aid towards the establisli- 
ment of a National School. 

For the sake of uniformity, and to facilitate official reference, we enclose two blank Forma, 
upon which wc are to request you will make your application, forwarding to us duplicate 
copies ofit. 

We are to observe, that the following are the principal heads of information which it is 
desirable all applications should contain :

Condi- 
tion, Description, and Quantity of Furniture.— 7. Names and Ages of Teacher or Teachers. — 
8. Average daily Attendance of Children, Males and Females.— 9. The School Hours. — 
10. Arrangement, and Time for Religious Instruction. — 11. The Books used (if those of the 
National Board, which of them). — i2. Arrangement for Admission of Visitors. — 13. The 
Management of the School; if under an Individual, his Name and Address; if under a Com- 
mittee, by w'hom elected.— 14. Name and Address of Correspondent. All applications must 
be signed by the parties making them ; and it is particularly requested that their religious 
denomination (distinguishing the clergy from the laity) may be stated. 

In supplying the foregoing “ heads of infomiatlor,” the Commissioners do not mean to 
prescribe any form of application from which you are not to deviate ; they propose them 
merely for your assistance ; and you will please to bear in mind, that it Is most desirable 
the rules by which the school is governed should be distinctly set forth, in order that the 
Commissioners may be enabled to come to a just decision upon the merits of your appli- 
cation. 

In order that you may be fully aware what extent of aid the Commissioners can give, 
we are to inform you, that in consequence of the increased demands upon their funds for 
payment of teachers’ salaries, the Commissioners have been compelled to limit their grants 
to salaries and books, except where they may see fit to grant aid for the building of aohool- 
houaea, in which esase the premises must be vested in them in their corporate capacity.

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The Coininiaaioners do not make grants for the repairs of school-honscg, and their "TantB 
for furniture are confined exclusively to vested schools ; your application, therefor^ will 
not he favourably entertained unless the school-house be in good repair, and provided’ with 
a sufficient quantity of suitable furniture ; a competent teacher or teachers must be appointed 
and the school be in operation, before the application can be considered. You must also be 
prepared to sliow from a record kept in the scliool wliat has been tlie average attendance of 
scholars. ° 

Should your application be granted, the salary will be rated according to the annexed 
stiitement of the regulations adopted by the Commissioners for the classi^atlon and remu- 
neration of teachci's. 

A .supply ofNationiil Schoolbooks, proportioned to the number of children in attendance, 
will be granted. The funds of tlie Commissioners will not enable them to give a free stock 
Bufficicnfly large for tlie entire wants of the school. It will consist chieily of books and 
lessons suited to the junior claeseB, viz. Spelling and Reading Tablets, First Second and 
ilm-d Books, Grammars, Arithmetics, Copy Lines, and Arithmetical Tablets, also a Reo-is- 
ter and Report Book. The more advanced Lesson Books, Maps, Slates, Pencils, and Sta- 
tionery, which yon arc expected to purchase, can only be granted on payment of the reduced 
prices. 

You will also observe, that the aid will not be continued unless you keep the school-house 
and ffiimitiire in a proper state of repair, the Commissioners being prevented, by the rules 
laid down for their guidance, from allocating any portion of tho Paxliamentaxy grant towards 
tlie repairs of any school-houses except those that are vested in themselves. 

As soon as you forward yo^^ us, in duplicate, upon the blank sheets here- 

with sent, we shall direct the District Inspector to appoint a convenient time to wait upon 
your ror the purpose of inquiring into all tlic circumstances of tiie case, and proourinc^ such 
iiirfher mlormation as the Commissioners may require. °

The District Inspector having stated in his Report of the 29th April last, on 
the Omagh Convent National school, county Tyrone, that “ the scliool opens and 
closes Mch day with prayer, and that this practice is not notified on the time- 
table,” we beg to call your attention to the following rules of the Commissioners 
respecting religious instruction, and to request that in future the regulation as 
regarding prayer may be strictly observed. 

Rules refeired to. 

“ The reading of the Scriptures either in the Protestant authorised, or Douav 
version, as well as the teaching of Catechisms, comes within the rule as to reli 
gious instruction,” 

“ The rule as to religious instruction applies to public prayer, and all other 
religious exercises.” 

“ Whatever arrangement is made in any school for giving religious instruction 
must be publicly notified in the school-room, in order that those children, and 
those only may be present, whose parents or guardians allow them.” 

_ From the same Report, it appears that “ the Redemptorist Fathers gave reli- 
gious instruction to the Roman-catholic female children of the neighbourhood 
moneofthc school-rooms after school hours, during the month of January last.” 

With respect to this portion of the Inspector’s Report, we are to inform von that 
the rule of the Board has been infringed, which restricts the attendance of the 
cbildrcu for such purpose after school hours to the pupils of the school, accom- 
pamed by their parents or guardians, if they desire to be present.
